They didn’t hate the Germ ans 
as did the B ritish and the Rus­ 
sians because their homes had not 
been bombed and their relatives 
killed by Nazis.

horns growing out of their heads, 
their first reaction was “why, hell 
—these guys are ju st like us.” 
Now, they are beginning to re­ 
alize that, while the German sold- 
iei m ay look like the guy they 
drank beer or shot pool w’ith back 
heme, there is a g reat difference 


in the ideas and ideals he lives by. 
“Once we drive them hack to 
their own country they’ll come to 
their senses,” has been the thought 
and consolation of most soldiers 
ever since invasion day last June.

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WOMEN’S ARMY CORPS NEEDS RECRUITS 
A special team, headed by (’apt. E. Morgan \\ inant. 
Sr., including Capt. Albert W. Lathrop, recently re­ 
turned from overseas duty with the Antiaircraft branch 
will be in Warren all week on another intensive drive 
to secure recruits from this area tor this vital branch 
of the armed forces. 
They call particular attention to the fact that at 
least 22,000 WACS are now needed for service with 
the Medical Department. 
The extensive rehabilitation program set up by the 
Arm y has opened many new' and interesting fields to 
women. Those with college degrees or specialized skills 
may be assured of direct assignments in their chosen 
fields. 
Those women who meet the basic requirements for 
the WAC may be sent to any of the specialized schools 
maintained by the Army where they will receive training 
under some of the most renowned professional men in 
the medical field. 
The training received in the Army 
may well be the foundation for a future hospital career. 
Among the positions open in the rehabilitation pro­ 
gram are those of pharmacist, dental hygienist, ortho­ 
pedic technician, medical stenographer, occupational 
therapist, reconditioning educator, braille system in­ 
structor, and scores of others. The needs of our fight­ 
ing men, to make them again normal and healthy and 
return them in fit condition for civilian life, must be met 
by the WAC. Five thousand are sought from Western 
Pennsylvania alone. 
The great need for WTACs was recently emphasized 
by General George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army, when he said:

Homemade Kraut Helps Meet 
Demands Made For It. 
Many Warren 
County 
women 
expressed their 
appreciation 
for 
the direction for making and pre­ 
serving kraut sent out 
by 
the 
home economics extension repres­ 
entatives last year. Perhaps a re­ 
petition of some of that informat­ 
ion along with 
some 
additional 
material will not be amiss. 
Since there still is no commerc­ 
ial canned sauerkraut available for 
civilians, it is a wise homemaker 
who makes some kraut at home. 
Select firm, well-ripened heads 
of cabbage, and allow 
them 
to 
stand a day at room tem perature 
so the cabbage will lose some if 
its crispness. This means the cab­ 
bage will cut without breaking 
too much and it will pack more 
easily. Remove outside green and 
dirty leaves. 
One of two methods 
may 
be 
used. 
In the first method, shred 
cabbage the thickness of a dime. 
Put it into a clean crock (never 
use a metal container) or keg. us­ 
ing 3 to 4 inch layer of cabbage 
and a layer of salt. Pack the cab­ 
bage firmly but do 
not 
bruise. 
Packing is done to remove the air, 
not to press out any juice. A bot­ 
tle makes a satisfactory masher. 
Use a half cup of plain salt to 
each IO pounds of cabbage. 
• 
When the crock or keg is full, 
cover the cabbage with a clean 
cloth and a plate turned upside 
down. 
On the plate put a weight 
that is heavy enough to keep the 
cabbage under the brine that is 
formed. Keep the cloth inside the 
• rock or keg to prevent loss of 
liquid. 
Put the crock or keg in a 
warm place, 70 to 86 degrees Fah­ 
renheit, and allow the cabbage to 
ferment. 
This will take IO days 
to 3 weeks, depending on the tem ­ 
perature. Remove skum regularly, 
keep product under brine, wash 
and s c a ld cloth often. Ferm entat­ 
ion is complete when the bubbling 
stops. 
A t the end of the fermentation 
period, the kraut may be packed 
into glass jars and processed in 
the boiling w ater bath. 
Process 
pint jars 25 minutes and quart 
jar* 30 minutes. 
This processing 
insures the correct flavor and pre­ 
vents spoilage. 
Howrever if the 
crock or keg can be stored in a 
cool place, the kraut may be left 
in It. 


If only a small amount of sauer­ 
kraut is wanted, it may be made in 
glass jars. 
Shred 
the 
cabbage, 
pack it into quart jars using I 
teaspoon of salt to each jar. Allow 
I inch head space. 
Force a knife 
or spatula down through the cent­ 
er of the ja r and slowly fill with 
boiling w ater to cover the cabbage, 
allowing it to work through the 
cabbage. Place rubbers and cover 
on jars and screw lids loosly. Set 
jars in an enamel pan and put in a 
warm place to ferment. 
Every 
two ar three days pour the liquid 
back into the jars. 
If necessary, 
add brine to cover kraut (2 tea­ 
spoons salt, I cup w ater). 
Bub­ 
bling will cease when fermentation 
is complete. 
Tap jars to remove 
air bubbles, then seal. It is neces­ 
sary to process the jars if a cool 
storage space is available.

$300 in mustering out pay.

pending on his length of service: 
railroad fare home; schooling, if 
he wants it; vocational 
training 
and a pension if he is disabled; a 
government guarantee of loans up 
to $2,000 to buy a home or a farm 
or a business; a guarantee of his; 
job back except in unusual 
cir-| 
cumstances; assistance in finding 
a new job- unemployment pay if 
he can’t find a job; special consid­ 
eration in seeking federal chil ser­ 
vice jobs; hospitalization for ill­ 
ness due to service regardless of 


ability to pay and hospitalization 
for any cause if he can’t pay; and 
free legal advice in certain mat- 
t6rs. 
And there are pensions for his 
close dependent survivors if the 
w ar caused his death. 
Not all these benefits are new. 
But as Brigadier G e n ia l 
Frank 
T. Hines, adm inistrator of veter­ 
ans’ affairs, says: 
Financial benefits for 
disabled 
veterans of this w ar and depend­ 
ents “are starting out at the rates 
which it took World W ar I veter­ 
ans and dependents 26 year* to

It has taken at least four great 
wars to prod the government into

they become veterans and the war 
was over—all of the things, ment­ 
ioned above, needed to ease them 
back into civilian life.
